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This is an acknowledgement of your letter of Oct. 17th requesting 
catalogs of type manufactured "by this company. We are glad to comply with 
this request and are sending you one each of the two catalogs which we fur- 
nish the trade, and which shows all the type faces we manufacture in our 
foundry, and other type which we have available for composition for printers, 
advertising agencies, publishers, etc. 

For a moment I will give you my background and you will understand that 
I can appreciate the usef uln ess of such information as we have in this plant.

This file was started approximately February, 1937, as shown by y-'^ y — 
Serial 1 in this file. The file consists of 75 catalogs and booklets representing 
sixteen manufacturers j one catalog from the American Type Founders, two booklets 
from the Government Printing Office, and one catalog of the Multigraph Company, as 
well as rubber stamp impressions and the small 10£ store type of handprinting set. 
These catalogs end rubber stamps are contained in two regular file cabinet drovers 
made up of about catalogs and . § rubber stamps. There are approximately two days’ 
pending work, no delinquent work or deferred work in connection with this file. 

This file was set up in connection with the Eatnap case, and a comparison 
of the letter in this case with the known standards indicated that it was printed 
with a dater stamp. Comparison of the extortion letters in the John D„ Rockefeller 
case determined that these were written with a rubber stamp and the manufacturers 
name was furnished to the Field. In the Levine case it was determined that the ransom 
letters were written on a dial toy typewriter and this information was furnished- to 
..the Field. In this way, when ransom letters arc received in the Bureau which appear 
; to be printed or made from a set of rubber stamps, the comparison is made and the 
I .Field is advised of exactly what was used and who manufactured the particular kind 
of type. This of course is a standards file. In other words, it is referred to like 
i f the ordinary person would refer to a dictionary for information. 

RECORD OF AGCOMPLISHTIEHT 


A. It is extremely hard to determine what value, if any, this file has 
been in connection with investigations in the Field. The administrative file, 80-613, 
fails to show any information in this connection. I have talked to tha supervisors 

in the Laboratory and they have furnished me the names of the Matnap case. Rockefeller 
case, and the Levine case; the Williston Theatre case. Judge Ralph E. Jenney case. 
Unknown Subject, anti-Semitic League and the case Unknown Subject, anti-Admini strc.tion 
and anti-Semitic Matter sent to the Italian-American Labor Council, New York City. 

In talking to the extortion and kidnaping supervisors who have been in charge of the 
above classifications in the Eureau since May of 1944, they advised me that since that 
time the rubber stamp and printing file has been of no value to them in any of their 
cases since the above date. . -

COST TO OPERATE 




The present supervisor in the Laboratory in charge of this file advised 
me that since July 1st to date he has spent only approximately five hours on this 
file. This would indicate that this file costs the Bureau very little to maintain. 


As previously stated, this file only occupies two drawers in a four-door 

cabinet* 


It is not believed that the cost of the operation of this file could be 
justified in that manner. However, as previously stated, this is a reference file 
which takes up very little room, costs very little to operate, and is referred to 
each time a stamped or printed extortion or ransom note is received and the Field 
is advised or the police advised of the type of printing set which was used and the 
name of the manufacturer so that it narrows down the searches by the Agents in the 
Field.

To aid in the various investigations conducted by the Field divisions 
of the ‘ureau with respect to cases in which anonymous letters have been written 
with the use of the rubber, or dater stamp, in 1937 manufacturers of these 
implements throughout the country were contacted for the purpose of mailing a 
collection of t.ype or stamp impressions in order that the source of a rubber 
stamp impression appearing on a threatening letter might be more - readily 
ascertained. It was found through these contacts that most of the larger 
companies were equipped to manufacture rubber stamps to order, hut did not 
maintain a stock of all the stamps manufactured by them. It was readily 
determined tha.t a file of this kind would prove "both costly and inefficient, 
due to the great number of duplications. Accordingly, efforts were made toward 
sectoring catalogues from rubber stamp manufacturers showing the principal styles 
and sizes of the rubber type supplied by them. Information was developed that a 
type style might originate with any one of three principal sources or industries, 
namely: the engraver, the tyre founder, or the rubber stamp manufacturer. It 

was found that the catalogues obtained from the leading rubber stamp manufacture r s 
contained and represented the finished rubber type face s , shown - in actual size, 
that are made available to the public and the - writer of an extortion or threatening 
letter.
